weeks later this year than in 1916. 
This, based on 1916 figures, affected 
the coal movement from lake Erie 
ports to the head of the lakes to the 
extent of 926,000 tons. 
The amonnt 


of coal loaded into boats at Lake 
Erie ports was 2,597,000 toes less 
during the first six months ot the 
year than it was during the Hrst six 
months of last year. 


"In erder, however, that the supply 


stall be made adequate to the needs 
of the entire country, it is desirable 
not only that the 
production 
and 


transportation of coal shall be in- 
creased, but also that in all ways 
that are reasonably practicable, its 
consumption shall be curtailed.

have other reductions in contempla- 
tion wtich will make the total re- 
duction about 30,000,000 a year. 
It 


is estimated that this will effect a \ 
saving of about 2,000,000 tons of coal 
a year. The railways are the larg- 
est consumers of coal, and perhaps 
they should and will have to go still 
farther m curtailing their passenger 
service as a patriotic measure for the 
saving of fuel. 


"Why should not other industries 


'do their bit' along this line by elim- 
inating all unnecessary use of coal? 
"Wny should not also every family do 
a part of its 'bit' by refraining from 
using any more coal than is neces1- 
sary? 


"In every country which has enter- 


ed the war and in every 
neutral 


country of Europe one of the most 
serious trooMes to which the war 
has given rise has been the almost in- 
superable difficulty of getting enough 
coal to keep the railways and indus- 
tries running and to keep the people 
from freezing. The best way for the 
people of the United States to secure 
partial immunity from coal shortage 
is to conserve the coal supply. The
